The Polls 
were opened at 1:00 P.M. and closed at 6 P.M. The business meeting 
opened at 7:30 P.M. by Moderator Dwight G. Stiles with the reading 
of the Town Warrant. Oaths of office were given the officers by 
Clerk Louise Gagnon and moderator Dwight G. Stiles.

A motion was made and seconded to give a 
discount (1% 30 Days) on taxes. It was so voted. 


ARTICLE 19. A motion was made and seconded to authorize the 
withdrawal and appropriation from the Revenue Sharing Fund for 
use on set offs against budgeted appropriations for the following 
priority purposes and in amounts indicated, A. $3,000.00 in the 
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capital reserve fund for new truck. B. Balance of $527.83 for new 
typewriter and supplies. It was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 20. A motion was made and seconded to give the 
selectmen the right to hire money in anticipation of taxes. It was 
voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 21. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,200.00 for Ambulance, $900.00 for Home 
Nursing and $400.00 for Mental Health. It was voted in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 22. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 toward the purchase of a new 
ambulance. It was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 23. A motion was made and seconded to see if the 
Town would vote to sell a parcel of land approximately (1/4) acre 
from Lot 231 to Nicholas and Astred Pishon after a discussion on 
this it was decided to wait until next town meeting before this was 
decided on. This vote was defeated. 


ARTICLE 24. A motion was made and seconded to see if the town 
would vote to sell a parcel of land approximately (9.6) acres from 
Lot 3-Range 5 to Raymond M. Theriault. After a discussion on this 
it was decided to wait until next year at town meeting so this was 
tabled, so this vote was also defeated. 


ARTICLE 25. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 for the Tri-County Action Program 
(Outreach Program). It was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 26. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7,000.00 for legal fees. It was a vote in the 
affirmative. 


ARTICLE 27. A motion was made and seconded to see if the town 
would vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1C which will 
authorize the town not to assess levy and collect a resident tax. It 
was voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 28. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 for completion of the Master Plan. 
It was a vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 29. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $700.00 for equipment, supplies, and 
expenses of the Planning Board. It was a vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 30. A motion was made and seconded to raise and 
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appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to put a new fence around the 
Willis Cemetery and for any expenses incurred for drafting. It was 
a vote in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 31. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting. Under this article a special thank you 
was given to the advisory council from the Selectmen on the help 
they gave on the Pontook Project. Also under this article it was 
asked if the selectmen would contact the proper authorities of the 
State to see about the road. As there was no other business to come 
before the meeting it was adjourned at 11:00 P.M.

Thanks to the support of the townspeople, we took delivery of our 
new ambulance May 2, 1987. With the combined efforts of the 
attendants the changeover went smoothly, putting the new ambu- 
lance into service on May 9, 1987. It has proven to be a very 
worthwhile purchase. In looking to the future, we ask that the 
towns begin planning ahead and each year appropriate funds to be 
put into Capital Reserve for the next ambulance. By starting now to 
plan for the future, it won’t be necessary to raise such alargesum at 
one time thereby easing the tax burden. 


So that we can better serve the people, in 1988 we will be changing 
our dispatching services. We are currently dispatched by an 
answering service which has not always proven effective. At some 
point later in the year we will be changing to Gorham Police 
Department which has full-time dispatching. The emergency phone 
number will remain the same- 752-1321 for the ambulance, fire and 
police departments. 


To make this change more cost effective, we ask for the sums of 
$5,100 to purchase the needed radio equipment to eliminate the 
radio telephone line between the dispatch and our base radio. This 
system will pay for itselfin three years with the elimination of that 
radio telephone line. 


M & D needs your support to continue upgrading the quality of 
care and service for those who need our help. We need more people 
to become attendants. Anyone who feels he/she might want to 
help, please contact us for more information. 


Thank you attendants, for your continued unselfish giving of 
time and effort to help others in need. With your support M & D will 
continue to grow and advance further in the level of care provided.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it con- 
tinued to provide a wide range of assistance to North Country 
communities. 


As aregional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 
36:45, the Council is responsible for assisting its member com- 
munities in local town planning, regional planning, economic 
development and numerous other community services. In addition 
to the direct assistance the Council provides each member com- 
munity, itis an advocate for all North Country towns in legislative 
and funding issues with the state and federal governments. 


The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and 
development pressures. The Council is dedicated to assisting towns 
with the impacts associated with these pressures. In order to more 
efficiently serve its membership, the Council has assigned a staff 
person to respond to each town’s request for assistance. In this way, 
continuity between the town and the Council is ensured and the 
overall effectiveness of the Council is increased. 


In Dummer, the Council developed the Master Plan and provided 
technical assistance to the Planning Board. 


The Council again provided information and guidance to many 
towns on federal and state grant and loan programs. This past year 
the Council administered over $6.7 million in Community Dev- 
elopment Block Grant funds in fifteen communities. The funds 
were used for housing rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, 
public facility improvements, business revolving loans, and feasi- 
bility studies for housing rehabilitation and public facility im- 
provements. 


The Council has taken an active rolein addressing the affordable 
housing issue in cooperation with member communities. The 
Council is presently administering a regional housing reha- 
bilitation program which is making 358 housing units available to 
eligible North Country residents. 


Community planning assistance has emphasized master plan- 
ning and improvement in local land use controls. New state 
mandates and commercial and residential growth in several towns 
have created busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s 
assistance takes many forms: regional workshops, newsletters, 
regulation review and update, and assistance on a regular or one- 
time basis for subdivision and site plan applications. 
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This past year the region witnessed increased economic dev- 
elopment activity with companies locating and expanding their 
facilities in the North Country. This business activity will help to 
provide a diversity in the labor market and a stronger regional 
economy for all. 


The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops 
for local economic officials. The workshops provided information 
on business recruitment, marketing and working cooperatively 
with federal and state officials to promote community economic 
development. 


The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture 
series with the NH Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this 
year covered local planning board procedures, administration and 
enforcement of ordinances, growth management and review of 
recent court cases and state law changes regarding local land use 
planning. 


Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North 
Country towns in solving local and regional problems. We rely on 
and appreciate the involvement of town officials and residents and 
look forward to assisting your town this coming year.

MILAN HOME NURSING CENTER 1987 


The Milan Home Nursing Center continues to service the Milan- 
Dummer Community. Health care services are provided to resi- 
dents in their homes and to home bound patients. A RN assesses 
the need for care, plans and implements delivery of care required 
and evaluates the results of the care received. A total of 287 skilled 
visits were made. These visits included:

Skilled nursing visits include patient assessment, dressing change, 
suture removal, mental health, irrigations, colostomy care, blood 
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pressure check, injections, catheter changes, health teaching and 
blood work on homebound patients under order from a physician. 


Although services are available to all age groups, the majority of 
clients are the elderly whose medical problems indicate a need for 
the agency service in your communities. A small fee is requested for 
visits made, determined on a sliding scale based on the clients 
income. No one is denied service if unable to pay. Newborn babies 
and mothers receive a free initial visit when a referral requesting a 
RN visit is signed by the mother prior to discharge from the 
hospital. Adult health clinics no charge. 


A yearly blood pressure clinic is held prior to the town meeting. 
All are welcome to participate. This year a total of 33 blood 
pressures were taken. Clinics were held at Milan School for seniors 
prior to senior meals at intervals during the school year. A total of 
46 were taken. Blood pressure clinic was held Dec. 10 at the 
Christmas Supper Club serving both Dummer and Milan residents. 
A total of 29 blood pressures were taken. A special thank you is 
extended to Cora Sias who volunteered her assistance at the town 
meeting clinic. A special thank you is extended to Pat Bennett who 
volunteered her assistance at the 4 clinics held at Milan School this 
past year. 


Milan Home Nursing Center has an agreement with Andros- 
coggin Valley Home Care Services based on a RN referral from the 
center to provide Home Health Aide or Home Makers Service when 
needed. Care is available to all that are in need of this service. 
Guidelines have been established making many elderly eligible for 
this service. This service is also available through the NH Division 
of the Elderly and Adult Services. This past year total 19 home aide 
visits were made and a total of 52 homemaker visits were made. 


Referrals for services needed from Milan Home Nursing Center 
are received from area physicians, hospitals, service agencies, the 
community and family members requesting service. Residents 
from Milan-Dummer in need of services please call Gloria Hedberg 
449-3447 or Muriel Lindsay 449-3327 in my absence. 


Milan Home Nursing Center has been approved by the State of 
New Hampshire Department of Health and Human Services 
Division of Public Health Services to be licensed in providing home 
health care services.

A 
special thank you to Diane Perreault as our secretary, to the 
volunteer board members and directors for their assistance and 
support.

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REPORT 
OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Dummer School District: 


The disruptions of a year ago, though not directly involving Dummer, 
have subsided somewhat. We were successful in getting off to a relatively 
good start last fall. Since that time we have moved along with the normal 
business of the school district. Hopefully we will be able to continue to 
do so through the end of the school year in June. 


Tuition Rates 


The Berlin tuition rates for 1988-89 have increased substantially. 
Though that may be true the Berlin rates continue far below the State Average. 
The comparison is clearly illustrated below:

Dummer - Milan AREA Study 


The Dummer - Milan AREA Study is well under way. Several meetings have 
been held jointly with Milan and most recently with the Dummer School Board. 
Between January and June of this year several joint meetings will be held to 
explore the educational issues of interest to each side. These will eventually 
become the basis for agreement and hopefully in the future provide for the 
educational needs of children in both communities. 


S.A.U. Study 


Last March the voters of the Gorham School District voted to approve a 
petition article sponsored by the Gorham Committee for Better Schools to make 
a study of the feasibility of Gorham going it alone and pulling out of the 
S.A.U. It was the position of some and claimed by Mr. Denis Fournier, the 
spokesman for the group, that a substantial savings could be realized by 
Gorham in the administrative costs of the school system. Mr. Fournier 
informed those at the Gorham Annual Meeting the study would cost nothing. 

The study has since been undertaken and is now in the process of being 
finalized. The results are expected to be available at the Gorham Annual 
Meeting in March of this year. 


If the results of the study were to recommend a reorganization of the 
S.A.U., Dummer would be affected. This would not happen immediately. It 
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is also possible it would never happen at all. When a community decides to 
break away, it makes a proposal to the N.H. State Department of Education. 
The State Board of Education is left with the final decision, but only after 
it makes a study. And that study takes into consideration the best interests 
of all communities, not just the one that has made the request to break away. 


Recent events have clouded the work, and eventually, the recommendations 
of the S.A.U. Study Committee. Independent of the Committee and without its 
knowledge or consent a second petition article has been submitted by some of 
the same individuals who had initiated the first petition article. The 
second article requests the N.H. State Legislature to make a feasibility study 
of forming a new S.A.U. with Gorham, Randolph, and Shelburne. The three 
northern towns of Errol, Dummer, and Milan would be left to join with either 
Berlin, Groveton, or Colebrook. This article is being put forward before the 
Committee reported the results of its study. To say the least I find what 
has happened truly unfortunate. It could create hard feelings among a group 
of communities which have worked well together in the past; hard feelings 
which need not have been created in the first place. Fortunately these 
petitioners do not represent the people of Gorham, Randolph, or Shelburne; 
they only represent themselves. Hopefully this group will not be allowed to 
disrupt a long standing anc historical relationship which has stood for many 
years. 


School Warrant 


The school warrant for the March, 1988 Annual Meeting contains one 
article which differs from a year ago. Article 4 requests the approval of 
the voters of Dummer to add the services of a Business Administrator to the 
S.A.U. The cost of the position to Dummer would be $625.00 over what it 
would have paid normally. 


The new position has a dual purpose: 


1. To assist the superintendent to deal with the multitude of new 
state and federal regulations, 


2. To allow the superintendent to’spend more time on educational 
matters needing his attention. 


It is my hope that the individual who fills this position will not only 
be able to meet the two major objectives set forth above but will also be able 
to generate additional sources of income at least equal to the salary he or 
she will receive. Only time will tell if this will be possible. 


School Budget 


The gross budget for 1988-89 reflects an increase of nearly 32% over 
1987-88. Added to this is a deficit of $23,000.00 for the current school 
year. Though income, except for the June 30 balance is essentially the 
same, the amount to be raised by taxes has increased by a whopping 76%. 
Where is the increase? Approximately $43,000.00 is in tuition alone. Add 
to this the $23,000.00 deficit and you have $66,000.00 of the whole. The 
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total is beyond all expectations. Little can be done to reduce the amount. 
There are a few possibilities which might help but even these are beyond our 
control. Time is the only factor that will give us the answer. 


Summary 


Over the years I have considered it a privilege to work with Dummer and 
the other five communities. One gets to meet so many such fine people. It 
certainly makes my work rewarding. 


In closing I wish to thank the people of Dummer for their support and 
for allowing me to serve as your Superintendent of Schools.

There are several Articles in the Town Warrant which we feel we should try to 
explain prior to Town Meeting on March 8. 


ARTICLE NO. 1 


There have seen several inquiries regarding salary increases, particularly from 
the Highway Department, questioning the fact wages were not on scal@ with the State 
Highway Department. There is no record that this type of pay scale was adopted in the 
past. This is the reason for this Article to adopt a wage scale for Town Employees 
and Elected Officials. | : 


ARTICLE NO. 2 


The larger amount of money being requested in this Article may appear to be 
a very substantial increase. It is effected by two factors: 


a! 


1. The proposed increase in salaries, 


2. Highway Block Grant, which is received each year from the State 
has been used as an amount over and above that which was raised 
by the Town. This has heen a misunderstanding for the past 
several years. Highway Block Grant Funds are used asra revenue to 


reduce taxes and not as a supplement to funds raised. 


ARTICLE NO. 24 


In past years the Trustee of Trust Funds has not received any compensation for 
her services. The duties of this position have tripled since the beginning and we 
feel she should be compensated.for her work. 


ARTICLE NO. 25 


In previous years money for the Truck Capital Reserve Fund has been taken from 
Revenue Sharing money which we received from the Federal Government. This fund has 
been discontinued. 


ARTIGLE NO. 26 


The Department of Revenue Administration strongly recommends this Article be 
adopted in each town. The larger towns and cities are in favor of it, which means 
that smaller towns not adopting the Article will be the target for outsiders buying 
up land at Tax Sales. 


The Article elimates the tax sale process and establishes a procedure admini- 
stered by the Tax Collector, thereby creating direct lines of communicaiton between 
the delinquent taxpayer, the Tax Collector, the lienholder, the Register of Deeds, 
the mortgagees and other interested parties. 


ARTICLE NO. 28 


The N. H. Municipal Association and the Department of Revenue Administration 
both recommend that all communities adopt RSA 31:105 so that all officials are 
subject to being indemnified by their towns. 7 


ARTICLE NO, 29 


The North Country Drug Suppression and Education Team was formed by twenty one 
law enforcement agencies in the North Country. : 


Their goals are to remove the drug dealers from our streets and school system and 
to educate both our police officers and our school children in this most complex and 
ever changing field of drugs. 


The towns in the North Country are being asked for a donation for this project. 


ARTICLE NO. 30 | 


The $5,000.00 raised in 1987 for building the cemetery fence (Willis) has been 
put in a holding fund. We feel that we need an additional amount to further this 
project. 


ARTICLESH31¢ S532 


The Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP) was created during the 1987 
legislative session. Seven million dollars will be available to towns over the next 
two years for the purpose of protecting valuable land throughout the State by direct 
acquisition or the purchase of easements/development rights. The program will be 
administered by the Trust for New Hampshire Lands, a private non-profit organization. 


Areas of highpriority for conservation include prime agricultural lands, wet-— 
lands, productive forest lands, scenic/historic areas, wildlife habitat and recreational 
lands. 


In order for your town to be able to participate in the program in 1988, specific 
articles (Articles #31 & 32) must be placed on the warrant and voted on at Town 
Meeting. ‘
